DISSOLVED IN LONDON. 


Before Mr. Justice Horridge, in the Divorce 
Court, London, yesterday, George William 
Shaw, a lance-corporal at Chelsea Barracks, 
London, etitioned for divorce from his wife, 
Harriet May Shaw, on the ground of her 
adultery with a co-respondent named ' Wallis.

Public Accounts. 


The great value of the Free State Senate 
as a constructive critic of national affairs 
becomes more apparent every’ day. The 
Dail, a very casually elected body, lacks 
collective education and seems to be pre- 
pared to accept the ipse dizit of a 
Minister as the last word in all matters 
of public interest. In the Senate, on the 
other hand, the members not ‘only are 
more independent, but possess a higher 
standard of education and, above all, far 
more experience of public affairs than 
their colleagues of the Lower House. For 
that reason the taxpayers have become 
accustomed to depend on the Senate for 
protection of their essential interests, and 


mingled with the baffling ingenuity of a 
“* cross-word ' puzzle. It is all a matter 
of accountancy. Probably public finance 
in the Free State is as “ clean ” as it is 
in any other country in the world; but 
chaotic accounts give a handle to 
criticism which can be as harmful to the 
credit of the State as Sir John Keane's 
financial vigilance is helpful. The Govern- 
ment ought to lose no time in remedying a 
condition of affairs which is admitted by 
everybody to be most unsatisfactory. 
Permanent officials may be chary of 
change, but, after all, they are public 
servants whose first duty is obediwice to 
the Government of the nation. The 
present Government of the Free State has 
one outstanding fault: it will not take 
the country fully into its confidence. The 
people are sufficiently intelligent to be 
kept au courant with their own affairs; 
but they are not financial experts, and 
they expect theGovernment to give them 
the necessary information in a form which 
will enable them to understand. ‘precisely 
what is happening to their money. 


Free State Roads. 


The Dublin County Council has made 
an important contribution to the study of 
the nation’s road problem. Everybody 
knows that during the last few years the 
difficulties of this problem have been 
aggravated enormously in two ways.. One 
of these causes—the losses resulting from 
wilful destruction and public neglect— 
may be described as transitory, The 
other—the rapid increase of mechanically 
propelled vehicles—is a permanent factor 
in the problem, and the future plans of 
the State and of local authorities must 
approach it on that basis. Recently the 
Council’s Surveyor, Mr. J. A. Ryan, took 
a census of road traffic in County Dublin ; 
and his report, which was submitted to 
the Council's meeting on Thursday, con- 
firms the evidence of the citizens’ own 
eyes with some striking statistics. As 
Aaron’s rod swallowed all the other rods, 
so motor traffic is swallowing, with steady 
gusto, all other traffic on the roads of 
Ireland. One illustration will suffice to 
show the rapidity of the process. On a 
day in 1913 the number of motor cars 
witich passed through Donnybrook, on the 
Dublin-Bray road, was 255, while on a day 
in 1924 the number was 1,019. In 1915 
the motor lorry was virtually unknown on 
the Donnybrook road. On one day in 1924 
the road was traversed by 206 lorries. A 
further contrast gives a reduction of horse- 
drawn vehicles from 758 to 202. Mr, Ryan 
estimates the recent increase in traffic 
tonnage on the County Dublin roads at 
280 per cent., and attributes the whole cf 
it to the growth of mechanical transport. 
His main conclusions are that traffic 
which is at once heavy and fast does 
serious damage to the roads, that such 
traffic demands a reconstruction of the 
roads on modern principles, and that the 
people who hav created this necessity 
ought to pay their due share of the cost. 
Hi: argument is strengthened by the con- 
sideration that a large proportion of the 
heavy traffic—the Council’s Roads Com-

Mr, Blythe promised to give the matter 
his early attention, but nothing has been 
done in the meanwhile. The debate was 
adjourned yesterday in order that Mr 
Blythe might have an opportunity to reply 
to Sir John Keane’s criticisms, and we 
hope that when the Senate reassembles 
next week it will press forward its demand 


Sir John Keane blames the inertia of 
permanent officials for the unsatisfactory 
condition of the public accounts. He may 
be justified’ in this view; but, of course, 
the Minister for Finance is the responsible 
person, and the people look to him for 
reform. The accounts, as they stand at 
present, show the total cost of administra- 
tion, that expenditure exceeds revenue by a 
certain amount, and that, for instance, the 
Army estimates absorb some four million 
pounds. They do not give us any detailed 
information. The man in the street who 
takes an interest in public finance does 
not want to know merely how many 
millions are being spent on this or that 
department every year; he wishes to 
examine the way in which money is being 
spent. He wishes to be able, in the case of 
the Army, to compare, let us say, the cost 
of ‘uniforms with the cost of ammunition 
boots, to discover the expenditure of one 
battalion compared with that of another, 
and to scrutinise every item of military 
expenditure.. Under the present system 
he can do none of these things. Totals in 
millions are hurled at his head, and even 
they are misleading. Sir John Keane 
pointed out, for example, that the Capital 
Liability. Account contained no mention 
of local loans, and that, while, un- 
doubtedly, Mr.. Dillon’s. recent state- 
ment in regard to land annuities was in- 
such-a jumbled way that even an expert 
must have difficulty in tracing the 
annuities to their source.

A NINE-TENTHS MAXIMUM. 
By A CoRRESPONDENT. 

An event of unusual astronomical signifi- 
cance will occur to-day. For several 
hours millions of eyes will be directed 
towards the heavens to observe the moon 
projected on the face of the sun. Such a 
phenomenon is called a solar eclipse, and 
can only occur when the moon is in con- 
Junctioú—that is, at the phase of new moon. 
But, as the moon is “new” about every 
twenty-nine and a half days, and as eclipses 
are comparatively rare occurrences, some 
other condition is necessary in order that an 
eclipse of the sun may take place. This 
other condition is that the moon must be at, 
or near, one of her nodes, which are the 
points in which the lunar orbit intersects the 
ecliptic. If new moon occurs when one 
satellite is at, or near, one of these im- 
porant points there will be a solar eclipse. 
lf the moon when “‘ full” were close to one 
of the same points there would be a lunar 
eclipse. A lunar eclipse, indeed, not in- 
frequently follows a solar one; for after the 
interval of asout fifteen days between con- 
junction and opposition, the moon is suffi-. 
ciently near the opposite node, “when full, to 
ensure an eclipse taking place. Thus, in the 
present year, there will be an eclipse of the 
moon on February 8, but it will be only 
partial. “oa 

There can scarcely be any more imposing 
spectacle than the obscuration of the sun by 
the moon. At totality day is turned into 
night. Stars of the first or second magni- 
tude become visible, and the well-known 
planets which happen to be above the horizon 
appear conspicuous. Nature seems to be- 
come sensible of the awful change. Flowers 
close up, insects disappear and hide them- 
selves. Beasts and birds are described as 
hurrying to their wonted resting places as if 
im alarm at being thus overtaken by the 
night. The air becomes ‘suddenly colder, 
and there usually is a marked fall of. tem- 
perature.

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DISHORNING CALVES 


EFFORT TO HAVE IT MADE 
COMPULSORY, 


A SAVING OF £1,000,000 
A YEAR,

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[he Live Stock Breeding Bill passed 
throuch Committee in the Free State 
Senate vesterday. 

There was a long debate on the question 
of dishorning cattle. Mr, Counihan sug- 
gested that a clause should be inserted in 
the bill providing that every calf tmust be 
dishorned before it is twenty-one days old. 

it was stated that, if the Free State 
sent only polled cattle to the English and 
Scottish markets, the trade would increase 
in value by £1,000,000 a year. 

The Minister for Lands and Agriculture 
said that the matter could not be dealt 
with in that bill. It was possible that 
there would be legislation to govern the 
transport of cattle, and he would under- 


take to consider the question of dishorning 
in that connection. 


SAFEGUARDS AGAINST 
TUBERCULOSIS. 


The Committee stage of* the Live 
Breeding Bill, 1924, ha resumed. ~~ 

Mr. Linehan proposed, as an amendment 
to Clause ó, that there should be a ial 
test for tuberculosis. Every licensed bull, he 
said, should be free from that terrible disease. 

The Chairman (Lord Glenavy)—As the 
clause stands at present the Minister has that 
power. 

Mr. Hogan, Minister for Lands and Agri- 
culture, said that power to make an inspec- 
tion already existed. The question was 
whether it would be an advantage to say so 
in specific words. He thought not. The 
tubercular test was not infallible: A bull 
might react to it and yet be all right. -In 
view of the uncertainty of the test, he thought 
that it would be better not to mention the 
matter specifically. 

Mr. Linehan said that in view of the 
Minister's statement he would withdraw the 
amendment. His only object was to protect 
the herds of thé country from the ge 
caused by that disease. 

Mr. R. A. Butler moved the addition of a 
new sub-section. to Clause ó, by which the 
purchaser of a bull or ram from outside the 
Free State should, on the production of a 
certificate from a veterinary surgeon that the 
animal is free from disease, be entitled to 
bring it into the Free State and get it 
licensed. 

Colonel Sir Nugent Everard said that where 
there was a general embargo on the importa- 
tion of cattle from England or Scotland they 
could not make exceptions. 

Colonel Moore asked the Minister if any- 
thing had been done about a Free State 
quarantine station. They had a quarantine 
station in the North

‘ir. Hogan said that the amendment was 
cutting into e very important series of laws 
dealing with the importation of cattle from 
abroad into Ireland. It was not sound to 
interfere with that body of legislation in a 
bill like that. The amendment as it stood 
would mean that so long as there was a certi- 
ficate of freedom from disease the animal 
must come in. That would interfere with the 
present position. 

They could get over the difficulty of the 
technical offence of having an unlicensed bull 
by having valuable animals ins on the 
ship. or at the North Wall, and issuing a 
licence. If they issued a licence on the 
strength of a certificate it might be found 
that the animal was not up to the standard 
of quality and substance required. 

If they had a quarantine station bulls 
would be kept there for the incubation period 
of foot-and-mouth disease. They could not 
take a chance of one in a thousand of im- 
porting foot-and-mouth disease into the 
country.. If an animal in the quarantine 
station was found to be infected with foot- 
and-mouth disease confusion would be caused, 
and the ports would probably be closed for a 
few months. If the disease occurred at the 
quarantine station it might be carried out by 
birds or other agencies, and a large part of 
the country might be infected. As the bill 
stood they could make arrangements for 
giving a licence to imported bulls, in order 
to avoid the technical offence. 

Mr. Butler accepted the Minister’s under- 
taking to go into the matter between now 
and the Report stage. 

Clanse ó was declated part of the bill. 


LISHORNING CALVES. 


Mr. Counihan proposed the insertion of a 
nev sub-section before Clause 18, that ‘‘ on 
and after the appointed day it shall not be 
lawful for any person to have in his posses- 
sion any calf more than 21 days old which 
has not been treated in the prescribed 
manner to prevent the horns from growing, 
except such ecg 1s authorised by licence 
or sean: under this Act to keep such calf.”’ 

e said that it should be remembered that 
it was against the law to dishorn ¢attle, ex- 
cept under an anesthetic. Unless they were 
to lose the trade in “ pollies,” they would 
have to accept that amendment. It was a 
simple matter to dishorn calves at from 
three days to three weeks of age by an 
application of caustic potash, whereas the 
dishorning of mature cattle mvolved a cer- 
tain amount of cruelty and was also against 
te law. The “polly” trade was a very 
important branch of their store cattle in- 
dustry. Thirty per cent. of the store cattle 
exported were “ pollies.”’ eir best 
customers in England and Scotland would not 
have a horned animal owing to the way they 
fed cattle in the winter. 

Polled cattle were worth from £1 to £2 a 
head more than cattle of the same weight 
and quality with horns. He then read ex- 
tracts from a letter from a member of the 
firm of Thomas Nelson and Sons, one of the 
Liggest auctioneering and distributing firms 

Scotland. These stated :— 

I am very pleased to learn that there is a 
ovement in hand to try to remedy the disastrous 
caste. both in money and worry, through the

OTHER REASONS. 
Continuing, Mr. Counihan said that he 
could quote several instances on the same 
lines, but that letter explained to a great 
extent the arguments in favour of dishorning. 
There were several other reasons why cattle 
should be polled. A big percentage of the 
cattle were bred in the South, and there was 
movement from the South to the West and 
Midlands. About 75 per cent. of the cattle 
were exported. The question of transit was. 
therefore, important. One beast more could 
be put into a wagon when they were polled 
than when they were horned. If a polled 
beast fell down, it had a chance to get up, 
whereas a horned beast had to lie there and 
et bruised, and sometimes almost killed. 
ceding was also more difficult among horned 
sattin: Erin a vicious beast would go over 
the field and horn the others away from the 
hay. 

Mr. McLysaght said that he had great 
sympathy with the amendment. It was well 
know that zreat cruelty occurred in the 
cutting off of horns, and it was also well 
known. that it was being done in spite of the 
law. At the same time, the amendment could 
hardly be carried into effect as it stood, be- 
cause certain calves ought not to be treated 


in the manner suggested. 
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Dr. Gogarty supported the amendment. 
Apart from the loss of condition, estimated at 
a million pounds, there was the very im- 
pertant consideration of cruelty. A nation 
was more or less regarded as humane, and ad- 
vanced by its efforts to remove from the brute 
creation the sufferings incidental to our meat- 
eating habits. The necessity for pr Ie 
cruelty was, per:aps, more evident in Irelan 
than in the neighbouring country. He sup- 
ported the proposal for two reasons, as saving 
money, and as saving the nation’s face as 
regarded humanity. 

Sir Nugent Everard said that, so far as 
heifers were concerned, the suggested opera- 
tion would rum the “‘springer’’ trade. The 
process of dishorning was looked on with 
suspicion in England, because the people there 
thought it was done for the purpose of con- 
cealing age." It seemed to have been left-out 
of account altogether that there were certain 
pedigree herds of horned cattle, and to dis- 
crn them would be to put them out of all 
show rings. He suggested’ that if the matter 
was to be dealt with in that bill, a separate 
clause would be xecessary. 


LEAVE NATURE ALONE, 

Mr, Westropp Bennett opposed the amend- 
nent. He said that horns were certainly 
given to cattle by Nature for some reason, 
and they would be wrong to interfere with 
Nature for the seke of their trade with Eng- 
lund. If a polled cattle were desired, they 
could be produced by breeding. He doubted 
whether the suggested process was free from 
cruelty. 

Sir John Keane said that the amendment 
was impracticable in the form , tune 
less they were going te do injustice to the 
pedigree breeders. Again he urged the un- 
wisdom of State interference. If people 
would. not see the necessity themselves, it 
was very little use for the State to try to 
convert them.

Mr. Hogan repeated that he regarded the 
proposal as sound subject to exceptions, but 
it was too big a subject for that bill. A 
conference was being called at the moment 
between the railway and shipping companies 
and the trade in regard to the treatment of 
cattle in transit, and with regard to the ques- 
tion of their condition when they reached 
England. It might be necessary to introduce 
legislation as a result of that conference, and 
in that case this matter could be. considered 
and dealt with at the same time. It could 
then be done carefully, and with due regard 
pee the arrangements that would be re- 
quired. : 

Mr. Counihan said that. he would withdraw 
the amendment if the Minister said it *‘ will 
be ” considered instead of ‘could be.”

MONAGHAN COMPENSATION

The State Solicitor called his attention to a 
place in the basement marked as a study on 
the plan. 

The witness explained that that was an old 
room, without window or anything else. There 
was no way in or out. They were told that 
there was a ghost story about it. 

The State Solicitor—lIf that is heard, the 
mansion will not be re-built. 

Witness—It is a respectable thing to have 
a ghost in @ big house. 

The witness further said that the house was 
situated in a very picturesque spot, with the 
demesne ali round 1t. 

Mr. P..Verdon, Architect of the Board oa 
Works, estimated that £4,163 would reinstate 
the property. 

Mr. Í Barraclough, of Messrs. Battersby 
and Co., auctioneers, Dublin, estimated the 
market value of the house at £1,755. 

After legal argument on the question of the 
reinstatement of the old building or of the 
provision of money for a substituted building, 

The Judge intimated that he would award 
sufficient to put up a building for the land- 
lord’s agent, but not for a landlord's rest- 
dence. 

Mr. McCoy said that the estate would take 
a substituted building. 

The Judge said that the present market 
value of such a building would be £1,700, 

A decree by consent was given for £1,755.

MAY BE TOO MUCH FOR 


AUDIENCE. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own COoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

Industrial music is the latest novelty in the 
world of arts. The strident screech and 
clash of giant machines, illustrative of modern 
industry, will shortly be heard in Paris, when 
George Antheil, the musician rebel, and 
Ferdinand Leger, the well-known French 
painter of the scenery, present their extra- 
ordinary “ Ballet Mechanique.’’ For the first 
time in the world, dynamic music, which is 
unlike any other music ever written, will be 
played om four player-pianos simultaneously, 
with electricity as the motive power, and a 
further volume of sound will be supplied by 
four electric bells and two electric motors, 
driving a steel propeller and a wooden iattle 
respectively. Two tins will act as gongs to 
complete the orchestral equipment. 

The first half of the music was written 
early last year by M. Antheil, and was com- 
pleted recently, taking about two nionths to 
write in all. He conceived the idea for this 
new form of music at the same time that 
Picasso, the French modern painter, evolved 
his new Cubism. 

M. Antheil explained to me yesterday that 
he was firmly convinced that one cannot con- 
tinue digging up an old form of muisc, and 
after titivating | it a little bit turn it into a 
new melody. e must all “concentrate on 
something absolutely new,’ ’ he declared. 

His ‘ Ballet Mechanique”’ is written to 
music that resembles machinery’s strident 
noises. It has no nuances, and keeps at the 
same pitch throughout. The effect is similar 
to that of listening to the notes of circular 
saws biting their way through steel mixed 
with the crash of a steel die plant. It begins 
at high tension and stops suddenly at high 
tension, although thousands of notes go to 
form the body of the sound. ‘‘ The music 
changes every second just as water in a whirl- 
pool changes all the time, yet the mass of 
water remains the same just as does the mass 
of music,” the young composer explained. 

During the performance of the ballet a 
machinery film will be shown, which also 
will prove startling. The film was arranged 
by M. Leger, who aleo did the designs for 
the Swedish ballet. The picture is composed 
of disconnected photographs of different pieces 
a machinery, photographed in action. 

ey “were taken on a moving machine, so 
that the audiénce will get a sort of swirling 
feeling that M. Antheil believes may be 
almost too much for it when accompanied by 
the music.
